This date is the 48th anniversary of terrific 
fighting between French and Germans at Sedan,

place is more than 60 miles beyond Rheims, so it 


} is stilt fat within the lines held by Ludendorff. 


The allies have had substantial successes, none 
more impressive than those of the Past few weeks. 
They have beaten the enemy back over many 
leagues, have filled: all Northern France with 
German graves and have taken prisoners by the 
thousand and ten thousand, the total as the days 
of the war increase running up into the hundreds 
of thousands. But Sedan has not yet been offset 
and avenged, and it is from Sedan that the tra- 


dition of Prussian military efficiency and in-| 


vincibility in battle dates. 

The engagement began on Sept. 1, 1870. Mar- 
shal Bazaine having been defeated and taken 
refuge in Metz, where he was invested, Marshal 
McMahon advanced with a great army to relieve 
him and raise the siege, but was headed off, met 
with reverses and availed himself of the fortifi- 
cations of Sedan. His troops battled furiously to 
open a way out, but were thrust back. He was 
entirely surrounded by greatly superior forces, 
and with 500 heavy guns playing from the neigh- 
boring heights on his positions, he found himself 
in an intolerable trap. 


A few thousand of his men escaped across the | 
nearby line into Belgium. He lost 17,000 in killed | 


and wounded and 21,000 in prisoners during the | 
fighting. On Sept. 2 he surrendered his 83,000 re- 
maining men, among them the head of the French 


Government, Napoleon III, and Sedan became al 


synonym for Waterloo—a term expressive of a 
disaster so overwhelming as to be complete and 
irremediable. Humiliating as it was, this great 
defeat was a blessing in disguise for the French 
people. It wrought the final destruction of de- 
generate monarchical] and imperial influences in 
the country. Two days after it, the French repub- 
lic was established which has since endured. 

The date of Germany’s Sedan cannot now be 
predicted, but it is coming. If the allies continue 
perseveringly piling success on success at critical 
points, it may be nearer than we suspect. With 
it the German formula of war as the one gateway 
to national greatness will disappear, just as the 
Napoleonic military tradition disappeared in 
France 48 years ago. 

It may do even more for the German people, 
as much as the first Sedan did for the French. 
It may furnish a foundation on which representa- 
tive Government will be constructed, not only for 
the German confederation as a whole, but for 
its various federated parts. 
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The Republican party is willing to share the 
fruits of victory without indorsing the President, 
who is the official head of the forces which will 
make victory possible.

This is not a new policy.¢ A 
century and a quarter ago it, was 
deliberately ordained by those who 
were then responsible for the 
safety and WGefense of the nation 
that the duty of military service 
should rest upon all ablebodied 
men between the ages of 18 and 
45. Wg now accept and fulfill the 
obligation which they established, 
an obligation expressed in our na- 
tional statutes from that time un- 
til now. We solemnly purpose a 
decisive victory of arms and de- 
liberately to devote the larger part 
of the military man power of the 
nation to the accomplishment 
of that purpose. 

The younger men have from the 
first been ready to go. They have 
furnished voluntary enlistments 
out of all proportion to their num- 
bers. Our military authorities re- 
gard them as having the highest 
combatant qualities. Their youth- 
ful enthusiasm, their virile eager- 
ness, their gallant spirit of daring. 
make them the admiration of all 
who see them in action. They covet 
not only the distinction of serving 
in this great war but also the in- 
spiring memories which hundreds 
of thousands of them will cherish 
through the years to come, of a 
great day and a great service for 
their country and for mankind. 

By the men of the older group 
now called upon, the opportunity 
now opened to them will be ac- 
cepted with the calm resolution of 
those who realize to the full the 
deep and solemn significance of 
what they do.

St. Louis today will make its first 
public acknowledgment of its debt 
to its sons who have made the su- 
preme sacrifice at the front in this 
war. 

The day has been named Heroes’ 
Day by Mayor Kiel, following the 
precedent of Mayor Hylan of New 
York, where the day is likewise be- 
ing celebrated. 

Sixty-seven St. Louisans have laid 
down their lives in France. Of these 
55 have been killed in action, seven 


have died from accident and other 


causes and five have died of disease. 
The number of wounded St. Louis- 
ans is 149, of whom 73 were reported 
severely wounded in casualty lists. 
Twelve others are missing and four 
are prisoners of the Germans. The 
total of the city’s dead, wounded 
missing and prisoners is 232. 

Mayor Kiel asked in his proclama- 
tion that the city’s churches observe 
the day each as it should determine 
and a large number will, at either 
morning or evening service, do hom- 
age to our heroes. Others have 
made the day the occasion of service 
flag dedications and tablet unveil- 
ings. 

The central observation, however, 
will be at the First Regiment Ar- 
mory, Grand avenue and Market 
street, at 4 P. M., where relatives of 
the men who have fallen will be 
given honor seats. Three thousand 
chairs have been provided. 

Capt. Choyce of the British army 
will be the principal speaker; others 
being Mayor Keil, Postmaster Selph 
and Rabbi Leon Harrison. The Rev. 
John A. Rice will give the invoca- 
tion and Archbishop Glennon the 
benediction. Music will be by the 
Letter Carriers’ Band, the Naval 
Drum and Bugle Corps, the Pageant 
Choral Society and the Knights of 
Columbus Choral Club. 

Relatives’ organizations, which 
will be seated in a body, are the 
Relatives’ Auxiliary, St. Louis Na- 
tional Guard, the Marine Corps 
League, the Navy Mothers’ League, 
and the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
Twelfth Engineers. 

A parade will precede a service 
flag raising at St. Margaret’s Catho- 
lic Church, Flad avenue and Thirty- 
ninth street.

There 
was no intimation as to the exact 
ground on which he based his deci- 
fion. 

After the Judge's announcement 
today, attorney for the Upited Rail- 
ways Co. and the Kansas City street 
car company served notice that they 
would appeal to the Supreme Court 
and would furnish supersedeas bonds 
which would enable them to con- 
tinue to collect the 4-cent fare until 
the Supreme Court decides the case. 

Opposing Arguments Repeated. 

The evidence submitted to Judge 
late was the same as was laid be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
before it granted the increase in the 
fare rate last May. 

One argument made against the 
increase at that time was that the 
rate was unreasonable. Another 
was that the commission had no 


jurisdiction to increase a rate which. 


had been fixed in a franchise grant- 
ed by a city. 
It was argued by council for the 


cities that the fare was a part of’ 


the franchise contract. Two mem- 
bers of the Commission agreed with 
this view In a dissenting opinion 
after a majority of the Commission 
had granted the rate increase. 
Decision Not Explained 

No new evidence was introduced 
before Judge Slate, but attorneys 
for both sides argued the point in 
connection with quo warranto pro- 
ceedings against the Commission to 
make it show cause why it had 
granted the increase. 

Judge Slate today declined to in- 
dicate whether he had reversed the 
commission's ruling on the ground 
that the rate was unreasonable or 
on the ground that the commission 
had no jurisdiction, or for both rea- 
sons. This is expected to appear 
when he hands down his decree next 
week.

Owners Protest Auto Taxes.

‘In 
a few days, with the aid of the allies, 
we recruited in Archangel alone 1000 
men. What we want is allied as- 
sistance, and with that we are con- 
fident of success. We naturally ex- 
pect American aid. We need sol- | 
diers, food and agricultural machin- 
ery from America, and if the Jan- 
anese finally decide to come in from 
the Fast, they are welcome, too. We 
should like the Americans to come 
with them.” 

He explained that the government 
Plans to extend its authority as its 
troops progress, joining all the ele- 
ments opposing Germany and form- 
ing a new eastern front. “We de- 
cided to begin the government in 
the north, because we felt that the 
allies could best help us there. 

“As at present formed, our gov- 
ernment includes the provinces of 
Archangel, Murman, Vologda, Vy- 
atka and the northern parts of Nov- 
gorod. Perhaps Yaroslav and Kos- 
troma will join us,” Tschaikovsky 
continued.

In basement of the Metropolitan museum is a workshop, heavily 
barred and guarded, where experts already have turned 
out 25 different types of modern steei defenses for the 
soldier, all patterned somewhat after those worn by 
knights of old — Under instructions from War Depart- 
ment, five squads of soldiers are wearing them under ac- 
tual battle conditions in the trenches, to determine whether 
1,000,000 men or so shall be changed from khaki to steel 


OMEWHERE in France five squads of Amer- 
ican soldiers have toiled in and out of shell 
holes, waded through quagmires, scaled 
trenches and faced machine-gun bullets, all 
for the purpose of testing the merits of new 
suits of steel armor recently made for them 
at the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 

York City, and shipped to the front under instructions 

from the United States War Department. 

Exactly what this armor is, how it was made and 
just what it consists of cannot be revealed. But in a 
general way it may be explained that when the Amer- 
ican fighting man dons it he resembles somewhat a 
knight of old sallying forth to the tournament or to 
battle for country, King and lady love. 

Upon the result of these experiments, now being 
carried on under actual war conditions, depends wheth- 
er a million or so United States warriors will be 
changed from khaki to steel. The problem lies upon 
the ability of the soldier to wear armor without losing 
too much of his 
fighting 
strength. The 
armor adds 
weight to his 
equipment, un- 
der conditions 
where every 
ounce counts. 
To offset this, 
comes the ques- 
tion of the con- 
servation of life 
and limbs. Will 
it be better to 
sacrifice a cer- 
tain part of a 
fighter’s agility, 
by handicapping 
him under an 
added weight of 
protective 
equipment, 
or to send him 
into battle 
stripped for 
action and ex- 
posed to the en- 
emy bullets? 

Casualty sta- 
tistics have 
shown that 75 per cent of the wounds inflicted on 
American troops could have been avoided had the 
soldiers worn some kind of arm, leg or body guard, 
against which a low-velocity bullet or a piece of fly- 
ing shrapnel would have spent itself harmlessly. It 
is for the purpose of saving this 75 per cent that the 
experiments are being made in France today. 


Twenty-five different types of modern steel,armor 
defenses, patterned somewhat after the armor of old, 
have been made in the armorer’s shop at the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art, under the direction of Maj. Bash- 
ford Dean, Ordnance Department, U. S. A., and Cura- 
tor of Armor at the museum. The actual labor was 
performed by Assistant Curator Daniel Tachaux and 
his young French assistant, Sergt. Jacques Bartel, now 
of the Ordnance Department. 


Nirector Edward Robinson of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, with the sanction of the trustees, placed the De- 
partment of Armor at the disposal of Secretary of War 
Baker, and down,in the basement, barred off by big 
iron gates and heavy doors from the museum proper, 
and behind grated windows screened from prying 
eyes, the first modern armor to be worn by United 
States troops was modeled and hammered into shape. 


A representative of the Post-Dispatch was permitted 
by Maj. Dean to visit the armorer’s shop in the mu- 
seum a few days ago. Guards were stationed at the 
big iron gates at the head, of the steps leading to the 
basement. Two flights of steps downwards and a 
turn to the right along the stone-paved corridor led 
to a heavy wooden door. 

Inside was a chamber in which a long bench table 
ran along the wall beneath the grated windows. The

soldiers abroad. 
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foreground is 
studded with an- 
vils, burnishers, 
forges and tools 
of ancient make. 
Around § the 
walls and sus- 
pended from the 
ceiling are suits 


of armor, hel- 
mets, casques, 
visors, breast 
plates, mailed 


coats and gaunt- 
lets, ranging in 
age from 100 to 
400 years. These 
are not samples 
of the armor re- 
cently sent to 
France. They 
have served as 
models from 
which the mod- 
ern armor was adapted. 

Military necessity had seen to it that every vestige of 
modern armor had disappeared before the visitor was 
admitted. It is a question whether any of this armor 
remains in the museum. The models finally decided 
upon as being best had been shipped away. Some 
went to Government factories, wherethey were used as 


patterns in the manufacture of leg and arm guards and > 


headpieces. Others went direct to France and to the 
very front, where soldiers donned them and are testing 
them out. 

“All that we have done,” said Maj. Dean, “and by 
‘we’ I mean the Committee on Armor of the National 
Council of Defense, must be regarded thus far as mere- 
ly experimental. The armor made and sent abroad 
may turn out to be of no value at all, in case it proves 
that our soldiers cannot fight in it.” 

The Committee on Armor of the National Council of 
Defense to which Maj. Dean had reference includes the 
names of such armor experts as Alexander McMillan 
Welch, Edward Hubbard Litchfield, Ambrose Monnell, 
Dr. Guy O. Brewster and Clarence H. Mackay. This 
committee, according to an official announcement is- 
sued by the.War Department at Washington, “has 
dealt with the problem of personal armor.” And some 
of the most eminent metallurgists of the country, in- 
cluding those on the committee, have devoted almost 
their entire time to the question. Among these is Prof. 
Henry M. Howe of Columbia University, who has 
made an exhaustive study of helmet metal, aiming to

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sive the American soldier better protection than the 
soldier of any other nation. 

“The whole problem of protective equipment,” con- 
tinued Maj. Dean, “resolves itself into a question of 
weight. Even the addition of a few pounds means 
much to the man fighting his way through barbed wire, 
shell-pitted ground and a maze of deep trenches and 
water holes. 

“Still, there is every good reason why our troops and 
those of our allies should wear some kind of armor. 
The French, English and Italians have recognized this 
and are experimenting with armor .hemselves. So, for 
that matter, is the enemy. 

“Vital statistics compiled by the War Department 
from the casualty lists show that more than three- 
quarters of the wounds are made by shrapnel and 
other missiles of middle or low velocity, including 
bullets comparatively spent. -In other words, three 
military hospital beds out of every four in France are 
occupied by men who would have escaped injury had 
they worn armor like that which we made here in 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and which is being 
given a thorough test in the thick of the fighting in 
France. 

“A considerable number of models of what may be 
called modern armor, based on ancient designs, have 
been made and sent abroad. They are what I should 
consider vast improvements over some of the armor 
worn by knights of old. I say that with all due defer- 
ence to the ancient armorers from whose workmanship 
we had much to learn. Some of the armor of olden 
times was made to be worn on horseback. Naturally, 
such armor would be too heavy for the modern infan- 
try soldier to wear. Again, other suits were designed 
before the days of high velocity bullets or even shrap- 
nel, and are manifestly out of date. 

“But, take this helmet of the Louis XIV period’’— 
and Maj. Dean pointed to a heavy steel headgear with 
broad flat top and heavy overhang to protect the 
wearer's forehead, neck and ears—‘that would be a 
most excellent thing for the man in the trenches to 
wear today. 

“The armor made at the Metropolitan Museum and 
shipped to France was made of ballistic steel, or steel 
into the manufacture and shaping of which every re- 
gard was paid to offsetting those forces controlling the 
velocity and impact of projectiles. 

“After months of experimenting | am satisfied that 
we have done our part. We have tried to give the 
soldier fighting in France the benefit of our best in- 
tellects. We must wait now until we hear the result 
of the tests with these different pieces of armor. We 
cannot say that all of them will be worn in battle, but 
if they are they are expected to prove their useful- 
ness. 

“The Germans are experimenting at present with a 
suit of armor that will stop a rifle bullet at 300 yards, 
it is alleged. But it weighs 24 or 25 pounds, and 
when added to the fighting man's other equipment, 
makes a load too heavy for the average man to carry

their own sex—“ Won't fall for tears,” 
declares one of them

ADIES and gentlemen of the jury, I appeal 
to you as men and women of intelli- 
gence” .. ., pleaded the prosecut- 
ing attorney. 

It was there before me at last, not 

a scene from a comic opera, but a real 

event, a California courtroom where 

defendants were being tried by an actual jury of their 

peers. There they sat in the jury box, women in 

blue suits and fashionable veils, at ease, studiously 

contemplating the accused, and giving heed to the 

evidence. Where was the hysteria the “antis” had 

eloquently pictured? Where the shrinking females, 
pleading to be exempted from the trying ordeal? 

It was the police court, the commonest, vulgarest 
of all. The case was the trial of a saloon keeper. 
California is dry. The man had sold a few drinks 
from a bottle in a safe of his ex-saloor, to some de- 
tectives. He was Italian; he was earnest; he claimed 
ignorance of bad intention. To me it looked like da 
frame-up; but I was only an old-fashioned ‘“emo- 
tional’ woman, as yet unenlightened regarding the 
technicalities of legal evidence. Not so the shrewd, 
cool, conscientious “ladies of the jury.” 

By design, the women jurors chosen are middle- 
aged. They usually are of a superior degree of intel- 
ligence. The Judges and clerks draw the talesmen, 
50 at a time, from the Women’s Club Year Book. Many 
are women of wealth and social distinction; but not 
one jeke is perpetrated as to “how I got out of jury 

duty.” I have talked with innumerable women and 
failed to ferret out one shirker or slacker. Such un- 
dramatic virtue and conscientiousness is truly appal- 
ling; it savors of the millenium! The period of serv- 
ice sometimes covers three months, but the talesmen 
are not always required in the courtroom. During 
the time of that panel, however, the woman’s duty is 
to her Government, and she does not make social en- 
gagements. 

The most sensational event happened recently, when, 
for the first time in the history of the world, a jury, 
whose foreman was a woman, brought in a verdict of 
murder in the first degnee! This forewoman was a 
mother, and she condemned a boy of 18 to die on the 
scaffold. 

Mrs. Emily Baruch was reported in a local paper 
to have given an interview in which she told of being 
swayed by emotions, and deciding by her feelings 
rather than by the evidence. She promptly repudiated 
the interview and swore an affidavit to its falsity. I 
asked Mrs. Baruch for her experience. 

“T confess, when first drawn for jury duty, I was 
rather nervous,” she’ said, “but I was passed by both 
counsels, although they doubtless both had some 
misgivings. But both were good sports and decided 
to take a chance. The murder trial was the case of 
Harold Denman, 18 years old, accused of having been 
implicated with other alleged boy bandits, in the mur- 
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der of Philip Metz, a grocer, 
during a robbery, Jan. 22, 
1918. I was closely questioned 
as to whether I had consci- 
entious scruples as to the 
death penalty; but as I be- 
lieved that sentimentality had 
been one reason why women 
had been considered inferior 
to men for this service, I felt 
that what was required of me 
as<a juror was unbiased judg- 
ment based on the evidence, 
that it was a matter of law what the penalty should 
be, and the responsibility rested with the Judge. 

“This was a hard-fought case, taking a long time, 
and there were features on both sides strongly appeal- 
ing to one’s sympathy. When it finally came to an 
end I must say I felt rather worn by the strain. The 
youth was found guilty, and as forewoman it fell to 
me tq hand in the verdict. Nothing in my life has 
ever put me in such a tension; but it bad to be, and 
was a just and true verdict. : 


“Women have been serving on juries in Washington 
since 1911, and all prejudice against them ceased long 
ago. It was claimed that ‘women are impractical, too 
sympathetic, too susceptible to the wiles of crafty at- 
torneys—that the courts are not arranged for mixed 
juries, and that serving would rob us of the respect 
of the other sex.’ Experience has proved the con- 
trary; justice and chivalry have been shown by men; 
Judges, court attendants have been courteous and con- 
siderate. A first-degree murder verdict was returned 
by me, in spite of all elements of sympathy; and in 
spite of necessary tragic or vulgar details, everything 
always is done by the Court to avoid unnecessary vul- 
garity or indecency. My experience on all juries has 
been broadening, educating and extremely interesting.” 


Lest it be at once argued that women will always be 
prejudiced against men, and stand up for their own 
sex, irrespective of the merits of the individual case, 
I find that many men and women honestly believe the 
exact opposite is the case—that women jurors will 
be harder on their sisters than men will be. ‘“‘A hand- 
some woman in tears will always melt a male jury,” 
declared Mrs. Sumner P. Hunt, a very prominent club 
woman and philosopher. Many others told me that in 
25 years in California, there have been a large num- 
ber of murders of men by women, but not one woman 
has been punished... I confess a feministic, impish 
glee, on the theory that men who have goaded on a 
woman to the point of murdering them, undoubtedly 
richly deserved being killed, and were an excellent 
riddance. But I shocked my audience and proved my- 
self quite unethical as material for a perfect jury 
woman.” (It must be remembered that it is MEN 
juries that have acquitted all these “lady murderers” 
during the past quarter century.) “Women jurors will 
not fall for tears,” I was assured sternly by women 
who have been jurors themselves. ‘‘We know the tricks 
of our sex.”’. 

An Assistant City Attorney, 
concurred in this belief. 

“I do not know much about the workiligs of the 
criminal courts, as most of the city’s sain avs to do 
with the unromantic extension of streets‘ or pave- 
ments,” he told me; “but my belief, based on ob- 
servation of human nature, is that women will be 
hard on their own sex. In many cases the accused 
women seem eager for male juries, for they under- 
stand how to play on men’s sympathies and are afraid 
of protected, wealthy women.” 

“But are not women getting broader and more char- 
itable toward their own sex?” I pleaded. “Look at 
the clubwomen; at the education in charity afforded 
by problem novels and plays’——

“The clock is turned ahead in Los Angeles, where men and women 
literally shoulder the world’s work, side by side.” 


“How slight a proportion of women among 600,000 
inhabitants are club women?” he argued; “admitting 
several thousand, and great strength and influence, 
scarcely one-tenth of a community are these enlight- 
ened ones, as indeed only a small proportion of men 
are highly intelligent and super-conscientious.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Shelley was quite en- 
thusiastic over the success of the new system. He ad<- 
mitted that he had had doubts of the immediate value 
of women jurors for three reasons-—-they might be too 
sympathetic; their environment is “noncriminal;” 
they lack experience. But, happily, these fears have 
been quieted by the sane, practical way in which wom- 
en have qualified and conducted themselves. 

Mr. Shelley explained to me that the granting of 
suffrage does not automatically make women eligible 
for jury duty, but that last year the lower courts ruled 
to use them. The list of grand jurors and trial jurors 
is made up from thousands of names, the lottery wheel 
is employed, and panels of 50 men and women are 
drawn to serve several months, at $2 a day, plus mile- 
age, when called. 


A Deputy District Attorney was asked casually his 
opinion of women jurors. Mr. Hogan did not know 
he was being interviewed. He was enthusiastic and 
declared himself a convert. 


“IT was actually in consternation at the idea at first, 
but already I personally have tried between 50 and 60 
cases in which women gat on juries, and I have found 
them ultra-conscientious and more intelligent than 
the average male juror, because they have the time 
and leisure to study the matters. As a prosecutor, 
my fear naturally was lest women be too soft-hearted, 
but I have not found them swayed by the least emo- 
tion. They weigh each bit of evidence impartially.’ 


Now, how does it react on the women themselves?. 
Mrs. Hunt, a club woman of national fame, told me 
that she “learned more in one month than ever before 
in her life,” by serving on a jury. “The layman knows 
so little of legal procedure, of the machinery by which 
man judges and condemns his fellow man,’’.she said. 
“As long as society is complicated, all citizens should 
educate themselves for civic duties, and try to do their 
bit intelligently. Women should not be exempted 
from any task because it is irksome or unpleasant. At 
first the chivalry of the men was amusing. They 
hinted through relatives or friends, even asking my 
husband, to ascertain whether I would mind serving, 
before they empaneled me. The lawyers at first would 
challenge a woman, without any specific cause, fear- 
ing to accept her. I always was challenged by one side 
or the other, last year, till I began to despair of ever 
sitting on a jury, and my friends declared that law- 
yers were averse to having anyone on a jury who was 
extra intelligent. They don’t want you to know too 
much!” 


It se wis that very few young men or women are 
drawn. I was told by Mrs. Hunt that women, being 
wives, might be harder on some woman who was 
tried for breaking up a home; but that in the long run 
sex prejudice played very little part. 


“You are challenged: s0 unnecesgarily,’’ she com- 
plained. ‘For instance, in a trial of a negro for steal- 
ing an automobile, the lawyer for the defense chal- 
lenges you if you own an automobile, or ever have had 
one stolen. How absurd, to suspect that one would 
not weigh the evidence impartially, and convict or 
exonerate the prisoner, irrespective of any experience 
one personally may have had.” 


“IT have been on some 20 cases,’ confided one fine 
woman to me. Of those, I was forewoman on 11. 
At first I was a bit scared, but I thought to myself: 
‘This court is as much mine as it is any man's: hu- 
man problems of justice are as much up to us as to 
our husbands.” 
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In conversation with Lee Meriwether, assistant to the 
United States Ambassador at Paris, former Russian 
Premier declares that intervention of all the allied na- 
tions alone will save Russia—Impressions of the man 


who rose from a poor lawyer to one of the highest 


posts in Russia

EE MERIWETHER, the 8t. Louis lawyer who 
went to France on a diplomatic errand for 
the United States Government in 1917, and 
who, upon his return, was appointed assist- 

ant to the American Ambassador at Paris, recently 
held a conversation in that city with Alerander F. 
Kerensky, Premier of Russia directly after the over- 
throw of the Czar, but now a fugitive from that coun- 
try. : 

A report of the conversation, in which Kerensky 
makes a plea for intervention of all the allted nations 
in Russia, together with Mr. Meriwether’s impressions 
of the poor lawyer who held for a brief time one of the 
highest offices in Europe, is given here in Mr. Mert 
wether’s own words: 


PARIS, July 7, Sunday. 
HAVE just had a conference with Kerensky; 
he sought to impress me with his view that 
allied intervention is the one thing that will 
save Russia. I reminded Kerensky of the fate 


of Dumouriez, of Lafayette, of many other - 


ardent republicans, who, horrified by the ex- 

cesses of the Jacobins, sought to bring France 
to her senses by the aid of foreign bayonets; the only 
result was to unite Frenchmen of all shades of opinion 
against the invaders. Dumouriez, the hero of Valmy, 
fled to England and died in exile; Lafayette, flying 
from the wrath of the people he had sought to ‘make 
free, spent years in an Austrian dungeon. Would not 
like results follow like causes in Russia? 

M. Kerensky said he thought not. “In the first 
place,” said he, “the Bolsheviki, sooner or later, will 
call the Germans to their aid, and Lenine, not I, will 
play the role of Dumouriez. It will be against the 
men who have betrayed Russia into Germany's hands 
that our people will rally. Of course, intervention 
should be by all the powers of the Entente, in theory 
if not in practice. I recognize the fact that Japan 
alone is in a position to send a large force into Si- 
beria. But there should be some forces, however 
small, of other members of the Entente. Above all, 
there should be an explicit declaration of the purpose 
of the intervention. Needless to say, that purpose 
must not be to restore any pre-existing Government in 
Russia. That is the stone that tripped such men as 
Dumouriez and caused their downfall; they sought to 
force upon France the Government of the Bourbons, 
a Government nearly all Frenchmen despised. Should 
the Entente Powers enter Russia with the purpose 
of restoring the Czar the parallel with Dumouriez 
would be just—and the result would be similarly dis- 
astrous. It will be otherwise if the Entente enters 
Russia merely to afford my distracted people an op- 
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said the stranger. “Or if 1 have it hasn’t made any im- 
pression on me.”

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portunity to get together, to rid themselves of the 
Bolsheviks, whose policy, whether they so intend it 
or not, would make of Russia a jumble of petty prov- 
inces, one warring against the other and all offering 
fields for German exploitation!”’ 

Kerensky is terribly in earnest; whether he is as 
wise as he is earnest is a question. Certainly the Rus- 
sian problem is one big with danger. Inaction which 
will permit that vast country to fall completely into 
German hands is unthinkable; but action that Would 
cause Russia’s hundred million people to look on the 
allies as invaders, which consequently would array 
that great country against us—that sort of interven- 
tion would be fatal. News of the assassination 
of Count Mirbach, the German Ambassador at Moscow, 
reached Paris today and has caused a great stir in 
Russian circles; Kerensky thinks Germany will use 
this murder as she used the murdér of the Austrian 
Archduke four years ago, as a pretext for military ag- 
gression, and that prompt allied intervention is now 
more necessary than ever. 


Kerensky speaks so little French that he refused 
even to try to speak in that language; he knows not a 
word of English; our talk was through the medium of 
an interpreter, his friend, Dr. J. O. Gavronsky, with 
whom he is staying in Paris. Dr. Gavronsky, because 
of his revolutionary activities, was sentenced to 20 
years’ exile in Siberia—whereupon he fled from Rus- 
sia some seven years ago and during those years has 
lived in London and Paris. Kerensky refused to talk 
about his adventures since his dramatic overthrow 
by the Bolsheviki, but Dr. Gavronsky spoke freely on 
the subject. When he said that Kerensky had not only 
been in Moscow all the time, but had had daily con- 
ferences with members of all politicd#l parties opposed 
to the Bolsheviki, I asked how he had managed to 
escape detection: “Didn't the Bolsheviki try to get 
him?’! asked. 

“They certainly did,” replied Dr. Gavronsky with a 
smile. “But it is not easy to get a man who has the 
sympathy of the great body of people around him. 
They protect you, hide you and mislead the police whé 
try to find you. Moreover, Kerensky grew a beard and 
mustache that completely disguised him. I did not 
recognize him myself when he arrived recently. Of 
course, now that the heavy beard and mustache are 
gone, he looks like himself again. But that does not 
now matter, since he is not going back to Russia for 
a while.| He will leave soon for the United States.” 

Kerensky is tall and spare, rather than stout, but 
he is by no means the delicate man, living on his nerve, 
that many reports have described him; on the con- 
trary, he appears to be physically vigorous. His eyes 
burn like two coals of fire, but he keeps them half 
closed, which gives one the impression that, if not

SUGAR PROBLEM FOR SOME ST. LOUISANS — 


Honey, the best substitute for cane 
sweetening, is easily within the 
reach of city dwellers, as shown by 
experiences of those who have api- 
artes in the heart of the metropolis 
—It can be used extensively as in- 
gredient of cooked foods—Insects 
obtain a plentiful supply of nectar 
from common flowers which grow 
onvacantlots :: 3: 


HE need of conservation and substitution 
in our daily menus for the sake of our 
fighting forces and the peoples of the 
devastated countries of Europe, ‘is bring- 
ing into culinary usage raw materials 
which Americans heretofore have consid- 
ered unworthy. To America, a sweets- 

loving nation, the hardest thing to give cheerfully is 
its sugar. @ 

The Government reserves for its civil population 
two pounds of sugar per month per capita. There are 
two commercial substitutes for sugar, very often used 
in candies, soft drinks, canned fruits, molasses and 
other forms of sweet food. These are glucose and 
saccharine. But while there is no law against the 
use. of these in prepared foods, there is no fuel value 
or nutrition in either. 

There is a third substitute for cane sugar sweeten- 
ing, however, one with which America is far less fa- 
miliar than the European and Eastern countries, and 
that is honey. 

To those housekeepers in whose homes honey is 
used only in the same proportion as flavoring extracts 
and allspice, honey as a substitute for sugar may seem 
impractical. Statistics recently compiled by the Gov-, 
ernment will serve to dispel the illusion. 

The United States’ annual honey crop is from 100,- 
000,000 to 125,000,000 pounds of marketed honey, valued 
at approximately $20,000,000. 

The present industry is estimated to be less than 10 
per cent of the needs of the country. 

Only one-twentieth of the output is saved each sea- 
son, there being fewer than 1,000,000 beekeepers in this 
country. 

Standing orders for 100 carloads of extracted honey 
seasonally are placed with the apiarists by man- 
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Ten colonies of bees, on the roof of his home, provide pleasure and profit for E. C.

doors. Along the fence in the back yard, down the 
front walk, on the window ledge or on the roof. A 
university student had a colony of bees fastened out- 
side a window frame in his dormitory. One of the tall- 
est office buildings in the heart of St. Louis’ business 
district supports 10 aerial hives and the bees find no 
difficulty in keeping them well filled with honey. 

F. K. Frese, bee expert at the St. Louis Seed Co., has 
for many years studied apiculture as adapted to city 
conditions. Frese keeps two hives along the walk of 
his home on a 25-foot lot at 3854 Hartford avenue. The 
city is thickly built up in this district, but Mr. Frese 
declares that he averages 50 pounds of honey to a 
colony of bees per season. 

“A practical colony of bees is a hive containing from 
20,000 to 50,000 bees,” said Mr. Frese. “This colony 
will produce a conservative average of 35 pounds of 
pure extracted hofiey per season for the use of the 
owner and 40 pounds of comb honey for the use of 
the colony during the winter months. During an ex- 
ceptionally rich nectar season as much as 250 pounds 
ot honey can be produced by one colony of bees.” 


A devoted apiarist of St. Louis is E. C. Kieckers of 
2003 Ann avenue. He has 10 colonies of bees on 
the roof of his house and finds both pleasure and profit 
in.the hobby. Another is Noel Poepping, who devotes 
a large share of his leisure time to caring for the hives 
in the yard of his home at 4926 Reber place. 

Aside from the economic value of bee keeping and 
the patriotism one displays in thus supplementing 
the supply of sugar, honey is more wholesome than 
crystallized sugar. Not more than 1-200 part is waste 
after being taken into the system. 

In America honey is used more in its uncooked state 
than as an ingredient for cooked dishes. Europe has 
long been accustomed to use it as a common ingredi- 
ent in cookery, and most of the recipes now used in 
our own kitchens are of foreign origin. The United 
States Department of Agriculture has tested some 50 
recipes in which honey is substituted for sugar and 
has compiled them in Farmers’ Bulletin 653, under the 
title of “Honey and Its Uses in the Home.” These reci- 
pes include breads, cakes, desserts, candies, ice cream 
‘nd ways of preserving fruits in honey.

ufacturers of fancy cakes, soft drinks and con- 
fections. 

Since honey can be produced in such great 
quantities for bakers and confectioners, it is 
equally available to the housewife. Happily, 
one need not depend altogether upon the mar- 
ket, but can keep a colony or two of bees in the 
back yard or on the roof of the home, and 
enough honey can be produced during the sea- 
son to supplement the sugar ration to a great 
extent and make needless the use of glucose and 
saccharine. 


Contrary to the general ‘peat that bees ‘re- 
quire vast fields of clover and alfalfa or gardens 
of cultivated flowers from which to gather their 
nectar, it is the small wild flower of the high- 
way and byway that give the greatest flow. In 
the vacant lots of the populous city there grows 
a supply of sugar that would last a family for 
months if only- converted into available form 
with the aid of a colony of bees. The heartease, 
a common little purple flower, seldom noticed 
by the passing throngs, yields immense quanti- 
ties of finely flavored honey. Two hundred 
pounds of honey per colony of bees is the aver- 
age yield from this one tiny flower alone. The 
dandelion is an important honey plant in the 
spring. 

The basswood and honey locust, both of which 
abound in St. Louis County, are wealthy honey 
trees, and during the summer months the blos- 
soms from the bean and gumbo of the thrift 
garden are all that the bees wish for. The 
best autumn plants that grow on our city lots 
and along the walks are the golden rod and 
the little wild aster, but of all the honey- 
yielding plants, the common Spanish needle, 
which covers the fields, the lots and the 
valleys around the Mississippi River section, 
is the richest. The average flight of a 
bee to obtain nectar is within a three-mile 
radius, but he will fly almost any distance for 


his sweets before leaving an unfilled hive. 


The question now arises as to where the hives 
must be placed. The answer is, anywhere out of

while on the offensive, under the fighting con- 
ditions of today. The German armor is slung 
over the shoulders and is probably intended for 
use more in defensive than in offensive fight- 
ing. 

“The English are using a light armor, which 
is proving satisfactory to attack in. The French, 
too, are experimenting with a light armor. But 
I think that the armor made for the American 
fighter will prove best of all.” 

The armorers’ workshop at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art was established for the purpose 
of cleaning, repairing and restoring pieces of 
armor that had arrived in a defective condition. 
This called for the fine art of the expert armor- 
er and required the use of rare tools, many of 
ancient origin. Those in use at the Metropol- 
itan Museum were gathered from all parts of 
the earth. 

At least six expert armorers are known to 
be working today. One is in Dresden, one is 
in Switzerland, two are in Japan, one is in Lon- 
don; while the sixth, and probably the greatest 
of them all, is Daniel Tachaux, armorer at the 
Metropolitan Museum.
